WORST IN TWENTY YEARS. 


Forest Fires in Ohio and West Virginia do 
Great Damage. 

Pomeroy, O., April 10.—The forest fires in 
this section have been the worst for twenty 
years, owing to the drought and high wiads. 

On the West Virginia side the fire from the 
burning of Clifton spreadto the hill and 
burnt miles of fences and hundreds of acres 
of woods. 

On the Ohio side there have been numerous 


fires of minor importance, the greatest being 
near Walkerville, where 25,000 rails aud one 
section of timber had been burned in Meigs 
County. 

In Vinton County there were three sections 
burned over, from which the timber had 
been cut off last season, and which wasa 
mass of leaves and brush. Several small 
houses were burned on these lands. The 
copious rains of last night have placed every- 


thing out of danger. 


A PRAIRIE FIRE INCIDENT.

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ALMOST A RIOT 


Exciting Scene at St. Lawrence 
0’Toole’s Church. 


Father Brennan Ejects Parishioners and 
is Loudly Threatened. 


THE PASTOR AND JAMES BOYLE HAVE 
AN ALTERCATION. 


Detective Smith, Who Was One of the 
Ejected, Allays the Ire of the OCrowd— 
The Trouble Due to the Failure of At- 
tendants to Taxe Seats and Their 
Blocking Up the Entrance to the 
Church—Father Brennan’s Statement. 


format the St. Lawrence O’Toole Church, 
Fourteenth and O’Fallon streets, yesterday 
morning, resulted in a personal 
encounter between priest and par- 
ishioner, and has engendered much 
ill-feeling in the congregation. For some 
time past the reverend fathers officiating 
at this church have been much disturbed 
by a practice prevalent among many of 
the worshippers who arrive late at the serv- 
ices, of standing up at the back of the pews 
and more or less blocking up the entrances. 
So common has this practice become 
that it had been decided to adopt 
decisive measures to remedy the 
evil. The first step toward this end was 
taken some time ago when a notice, 
printed in bold face type, was 
placed on the doors of the church 
setting forth the legend that ‘‘huddling at 
the doors of the church is very disedifying.’’ 
Little or no attention was paid to thig re- 
monstrance and the source of annoyance 
continued to be as great as ever. 

Fully resolved to break up the habit, the 
priests decided upon a personal word of warn - 
ing from the pulpit, and for several Sunday’s 
past notice has been read at each mass that 
all persons who attended service would be 
required to take seats, those who were too 
poor to rent regular seats, or to pay 

customary 10 cents charge 

0 a seat would de accommo- 
dated with a pass through the St. Vin- 
cent de Paul Society upon application at the 
residence of the priests. This regula- 
tion, it was announced, would 
g into effect from May 1 next, 
and all who could afford to do so were re- 
quested to rent pews before that date.

The remonstrance only further angered the 
already excited priest, who replied by a 
threat to summons a policeman and have 
him ejected. More words followed and 
Fr. Brennan, it is Said, took the 
law into his own bands and 
attempted to force the man from the build- 
ing. struggle ensued during which Boyle 
was thrown or knocked tothe ground. With 
a muttered curse he rose to his feet and slow- 
ly made his way out of the building 
closely followed by the priest. About fifty 
members of the congregation who had wit- 
nessed the encounter aiso followed the pair 
to the sidewalk and expressed 
their indignation in no measured terms. A 
number of the more excitable indulged in 
open threats to mob his reverence, and for 
a moment matters assumed a threatenin 
aspect. Detective Smith, who was one o 
those ordered to leave the church, createda 
momentary diversion by showing his star 
and threatening to arrest the first man who 
raised any disturbance, during which Fr. 
Brennan walked rapidly fromthe scene and 
sought the shelter of his residence, which 
adjoins the church. 

At the time of the encounter he was wear- 
ing his surplice and soutane, but his 
sacred vestments would not have saved 
him from rough treatment at the 
hands of the indignant worshippers had it 
not been for the interposition of the officer. 

Chief of Detectives, Desmond occupied a 
seat in the church at the time of the occur- 
rence, but was ignorant of the cause 
of the disturbance.

STRUCK 


World’s Fair Workmen Want 
Their Unions Recognized. 


The White City Deserted by Plane and 
Hammer Wielders.

FOUR THOUSAND LABORERS AWAITING 
THE RESULT OF ARBITRATION, 


President Higgenbotham of the Fair Oo 
pany Says There Is Nothing to - 
trate—Ecenes About the Gates This 
Morning When the Dinner-Fail Brigade 
Arrived —- A March ‘Through the 
Grounds—Police Interference—Cause of 
the Trouble. 


CuicaGo, April 10.—At the most critical 
time possible for the World’s Fair, the big 
Exposition to-day encountered its first great 
strike. A thousand union men quit work with 
a prospect that 4,000 more might join in the 
stampede before night. It was the culmina - 
tion of much controversy over what is 
claimed to be an agreement between the 
World’s Fair officials and the representa- 
tives of union labor, by whichall disputes 
between employers and employes on Exposi- 
tion work were to be settled by arbitration. 
The men contend that some of the Exposi- 
tion officials have recently shown a disposi- 
tion, now that the Fair is nearly completed, 
to deny point blank anything asked, and 
this has notably been the case in the car- 
penters’ troubles which have been pending 
for some time, the Exposition authorities, it 
is alleged, declining to sign the scale pro- 
posed by the Carpenters’ Union for the new 
season, although a majority of the large con- 
tractors in the city had signed. To-day was 
named by the business agents of the Building 
Trades Council as the final time at which 
arbitration must Deassented to if a strike 
was to be averted. 

Early this morning the emissaries detailed 
to spread the news of the order fora general 
strike at Jackson Park, issued by the Build- 
ing Trades Council, were on hand at the va- 
rious entrances to the Fair Grounds, The 
delegates were quickly strung along the fence 
from Sixty-seventh street to Fifty-sixtn 
street in regular picket line formation. 

WORK OF THE PICKETS. 

George Gary, the President of the Bridge- 
workers’ Union, was marsnal of the forces, 
and with the willing assistants his work of 
detailing was well done. Each. side of the 
street leading to the grounds was picketed 
on both sides of the walk to make the can- 
vass of incoming workers as complete as 


possible. 

Are you a union man?’’ was the question 
each dinner pail carrier was button-holed 
with, and ifthe answer was in the afflirma- 
tive the order of the council was communi- 


cated. 

Very few union men disobeyed the order. 
If the subject of examination proved to be a 
non-union man a short statement ofthe con- 
dition of affairs was givenand his membDer- 
ship in the union solicited. No threats were 
made of bodily harm if he showed an inclina- 
tion to proceed to work. 

As the hour approached 8 o’clock the dele- 
gates began some very lively work. The men 
who had joined the strikers now constituted 
themselves delegates. -Some mounted boxes 
at the gates and shouted, ‘‘Attention, union 
men,’’ or some such salutation to attract at- 
tention. 

Stump speeches on their grievances de- 
came the order of the moment, and more re- 
cruits were added to the ranks. At 9:45 
o’clock a party of delegates started in at the 
Forty-filth street gate to make a tour of the 
grounds, The party walked rapidly, and dy 
the time the Transportation, Cold Storage, 
Electricity, Mining, Administration, Agricul. 
tural and Machinery Bulldings had been 
passed the party, augmented to nearly 200, 
brought up at the Liberal Arts Bullding. 


A NON-UNION MAN BEATEN. 
Dennis Healy, a non-union carpenter, de- 
nounced the strike,and was promptly beaten 
into insensibility by Edward Morris, a union 


man. 
The jubilant crowd of strikers began cheer- 

ing and throwing hats In the air, but was 

soon quieted by the leaders, who recognized 


the danger of overdoing the matter and the 
possibility of the demonstration becoming 
riotous. An order for dispersal was given, 
and laughingly obeyed. 

The trades represented inthe strike are 
the carpenters, painters, ornamental iron 
workers, hod carriers, tin and sheet iron 
workers, cornice workers, steam fitters, gas 
fitters, electrical workers, mosaic workers, 
lathers, gas and electrical fixture hangers, 
cement finishers, fresco painters, hoistin 
engineers, marble cutters, vel roofers an 
other smaller trades, The bricklayers, stone 
cutters and plasterers are not invoived. 

To say that a general and protracted strike 
ofthe men employed inand about Jackson 
Park would be unfortunate would be putting 
it mildly, unfortunate for the Exposition 
management, forthe workmen and for the 
Fair. Chiefly, however, the World’s Fair 
would suffer. 

DISASTER IN DSLAY. 

It is of extreme importance that it should 
be as nearly complete as sible on the 
opening day, three weeks hence. Two or 
three days of delay now might make itim- 
possible for the management to keep its

THE HOME RULE BILL 


Joseph Chamberlain Opposes the Second 
Reading. 

Lowpow, April 10.—There was but a thin 
attendance in the House of Commons to-day 
when discussion was resumed on the motion 
for the second reading of the Irish home rule 
bill. The first speaker was Herbert W. Paul, 
Liberal member of Parliament for South 
Edinburgh. 

Mr. Paul’s remarks did not fill the benches, 

and jit was not until Josepn Chamber- 
lain arose that the members turned 
in and the House assumed an aspect of in- 
terest and attention. Mr. Chamberlain said 
the bill proposed to establish a brand new 
legisiation for Ireland. The Prime Minister 
asked them, continued Mr. Chamberlain, when 
the controversy would be settled, if the 
measure would be rejected. The question 
really was not would the bill settle 
the controversy. 

Was not Mr. Gladstone in too great a hurry 
and was he not too impatient to deal with 
the Irish difficulty? Anew era had opened 
for Ireland with the disestab- 
lishment of the Irish Churca. Then the 
agrarian question had been partly settled. 
Time ought to be allowed for the beneficial 
operation of these measures; but the Prime 
Minister said that Ireland was still discon. 
tented and that no progress toward con- 
ciliation had been made. If such was the 
case, then the predictions of the Prime 
Minister regarding the measures he had 
already promoted for Ireland had proven 
falacious and threw discredit on similar pre- 
dictions in regard tothe present measure, 
giving Ireland a separate legislature.

Judge Valliant Does Not Pass Upon 
Whether the Children Are of African 
Descent—A Suit for Damages for Al- 
leged Slander and Assault Transfsrred 
to the County. 


Juage Valliant to-day delivered an opinion 
in the Crump casein which the writ of man- 
damus on the School Board was denied. 

After reviewing the facts in the case, stat- 
ing thatthe Crump children were excluded 
from a parochial school because a 
rumor was started among the 
children that they were of African descent, 
and further stating that they were ad- 
mitted to the Carr Lane School and 
Hamilton school and subsequently ex- 
cluded from both for the same reason. 
the Court without passing on the question of 
the color orraceof the children denies the 
writ on other grounds, He says that 
the writ of mandamus is an 
eqtraordinary writ, and a court must exer- 
cise unusual caution in granting it. In the 
present case it appears thatthe Superin- 
tendent of the Public Schools and the 
members of the School Board are 
givena certain discretionary power under 
the law in passing upon matters pertaining 
to the rales and regulations governing the 
discipline of the schoois. In this case 
the rumor that the Crump children were of 
African descent had very materially affected 
the discipline of the schools they attended, 
inasmuch as parents of other chil- 
dren threatened to withdraw them unless 
the Crump children were removed. In the 
exercise of the discretionary power given 
him the Superintendent acted within proper 
limits and did what he thought best for the 
interest of all the children. 

To grant a writ therefore compelling the 
doa rd to admit the Crump children to the 
white schools the Court thinks 
would be an unnecessary interference 
on its part and with all due respect to the 
feelings of the Crump children in the matter 
he feels that he is compelledtodeny the 
writ. 


Will Not Try It Here. 

In the case of Sarah M. Pierce and James 
E. Pierce against A. B. Carpenter, which 
was set for trial in Judge Klein’s court 
Wednesday, an amended answer has been 
filed anda change of venue granted to St. 
Louls County. Mrs. Pierce sues Car- 
penter for $5,000 for an alleged 
assault and also for $5,000 for an alleged slan- 
der. The assault, she alleges, was commit- 
ted at her home on Aug. 2, 1892, and the slan- 
der subsequent thereto.

In his amended answer Carpenter states 
that he did not make use of 
the language ascribed to him, but he did say 
of Mrs. Sarah M. Pierce that she was trying 
to extort money out of him by threatening 
to file a Suit against him, which had no foun- 
dation in fact and that a certain doctor 
named Murphy, who boarded with the 
plaintiff and seemed to be on very intimate 
terms with the plaintiff and her husband, 
and whom he considered one of the family, 
could, by reason of bis influence with the 
plaintiffs, induce them by proper advice to 
cease their further annoyance of this 
defendant, and that unless said Murphy 
would do this the whole case would 
have to be tried in court, and the notoriety 
resulting therefrom might cause trouble in 
the family.

It was designed solely as a measure of pub- 
lic improvement to afford the people ac- 
cess to all parts of the park without per- 
mitting more railroads to enter and cut 
up the park. All the compensation paid 
for the franchise was to go to the city. 

The People’s Railway bill gave a twenty- 
year extension of franchise, and instead 
of securing additional compensation for 
the city in exchange for the grantit cut 
down the return the city gets for the pres- 
ent franchise of the road. 

Whether the objections urged against 
the Forest Park Belt bill are sound or not, 
we venture to say that if it had given away 
a franchise to any one of the clique of 
franchise grabbers who have fattened off 
the city, it would have gone through. 
But being a bill forthe benefit of the city it 
failed, although a host of bills for the 
benefit of rich corporations and boodle 
lobbyists and legislators succeeded. This 
will be the rule until citizens demand the 
adoption of the franchise-selling principle.

FREE TRADE BETWEEN THE STATES. 

In his great speech in New York Satur- 
day night Gov. Stone applied the doctrines 
of unrestricted trade to the transporta- 
tion and money questions ina lucid and 
masterly fashion. 

Railways considered as public function- 
aries are designed only to circulate com- 
modities. The lower the price charged for 
this service the more prosperous will be 
the people who produce the wealth of 
the country. And a low price for trans- 


portation is always possible if the cost is. 


low, for the right to charge all the traffic 
will bear is not admissible where mo- 
nopoly privileges are given to.those who 
perform a public service. They are en- 
titled toa fair profit on the actual cost of 
the plant, but nota dollar on fictitious 
values represented in over-issues of stock 
and bonds. 

The cheap transportation demanded by 
Gov. Stone is based upon the cost of ser- 
vice and is not possibleon any other equi- 
table basis. Free trade between the States, 
the unrestricted circulation of commod- 
ities within the national boundaries, is 
guaranteed by the Constitution, but the 
guarantee is nullified whenever a ratlroad 
company levies tolls for the purpose of pay- 
ing dividends on watered stock. The ex- 
action of such dividends differs nowise 
from the levies on imports from abroad for 
the purpose of increasing the profits of 
privileged producers; itis a tribute imposed 
by one possessing an ‘‘unearned ad- 
vantage. 

To procure free trade between the States, 
trade free from arbitrary exaction, is the 
task which the people of the West have 
undertaken. Itisa task which cannot be 
accomplished in a day, nora year, for it 
must be done without disturbing business 
relations and without wantonly disregard- 
ing the claims of innocent investors, but 
it will be brought about, and Gov. Stone’s 
speech may be takenas a warning to the 
monopolists not to interpose any factious 
or irrational obstacle for the purpose of 
defeating the matured will of the people.

THE passage of the Newberry railway 
rate billin Nebraska causes much head- 
shaking and long faces among the man- 
agers and great uneasiness is reported 
among employes who fear a cut in wages. 
The average reduction is 20 per cent which 
is claimed to be ruinous. There may be 
something in this, but the railway com- 
panies must prove that the old rates were 
not extortionate before they can get the 
people of Nebraska to swallow their 
stories of prospective disaster.

Railways should be al- 
lowed the usual rate of interest and profit 
witb, in some cases, an added return to 
cover extraordinary risk, All over this 
should go to the people by whose suffer- 
ance the corporations exist, in the form of 
cheap transportation and in tax payments 
up to the full value of the franchise.

The Unearned Increment. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

The original John Jacob Astor after leav- 
ing Germany and working for some years in 
London, came to New York and earned his 
living as a furrier. 

Having saved some money—a task not at 


all difficult in those times when little or no 
taxes were to pay—he started in business for 
himself, 

Being shrewd, and possessing a far-seeing 
mind, he conciudea thatthe land on the 
Island of Manhattan in the course of time 
would become very valuable, and he there- 
fore invested his surplus in dirt. 

The Astors always buy land just ahead of 
the population, but they neversell. They 

give a lease fortwenty-one years, with the 
privilege ofrenewal. The conditions of the 

ease are such that if not renewed the im- 
provements gotothe landlord. The Astors 
appoint one referee, the tenant another, and 
the two a third, and these three men deter- 
mine the value of the im provements and the 
tenant is bound to accept their decision. 

The Astors always buy cheap and charge 
all the traffic will bear. 

About four years ago a large number of 
leases expired on lots 25 to 100 feet, and on 
which the rent had been $850 and $450 respect- 
ively per lot and year. 

The rent was promptly raised to $1,350 and 
$1, 450 per lot. 

The increase in rent was caused, not by 
anything the Astors had ever done on the 
lots, but by competition for the use of them, 
in other words, by the Increase and pressure 
of population. 

he value of the lots was created the 
community and therefore rightfully belongs 
to the community, and it may well be asked 
by what right the Astors appropriate public 
property for private use. e fortune of the 
Astors is about $150,000,000 and consists in 
vacant lots held out of use until the country 
gets ripe,’’ in lots leased to late-comers, 
and in lots with improvements. The houses 
are mostly cheap tenements, each occupied 
by from ten to twenty families; houses that, 
= comparatively taxed low, rent at high 
rate 

It would be unjust to blame the Astors for 
possessing immense fortunes. The fault is 
our own, and until the community decides to 
take what belongs to the community the 
Astors are as much entitled to the unearned 
increment as anyone else. 

To the tenants it makes no difference 
whether Mr. Astor lives in London as a loyal

A PIRCE OF THE SUR. 


A Fairy Story Told by a Kansas Corre- 
spcndent on a Dull Sunday. 

OSAWATOMIE, Kan., April 10.—An aerolite 
fell here at2o’clock p. m. yesterday, strik- 
ing the John Brown monument, crashing 
through the dome and nave and burying it- 
self in the earth. It was with difficulty re- 
covered, as it was heated almost to melting. 
It is of a dark slate color, irregular in shape 
and weighs 14 pounds 4 ounces. 
Prof. Joplin of the state Mineralogical 
School and United States Assayer saw the 
meteor strike and made an analysis of some 
portions of it. About one-fourth of the mass 
is a metal unknown to the professor, Dut 
which he has every reason for believing to be 
helium, the unknown metal seen in the 
spectrum of the sun, and which has never 
been found on earth. This metal has a specific 
gravity nearly four times greater than that 
of gold, is white in appearance and is both 
malleable and ductile, though very tough. 
Prof. Joplin’s theory is that the meteor was 
tarovn off the sun.

alized by the great majority of citizens. Some 


fouror five years back two startling mur 
cers were committed on Union avenue north — 
of Page avenue. No clew was ever discovered 


and so lonely and deserted was the street and 


the neighborhood that few persons were bold 
enough fo drive along there at night, there 
being not a house in siaht. To-day the entire 
street from Page to Easton avenue is well 
built, More than halt the frontage is covered 
with comfortable and elegant homes. 

Three years ago the territory bounded by — 
Laclede and Easton avenues on the south 
and north and by Vandeventer and Union 
avenues on the east and west might have 
been called the extreme West End. street 
and sewer improvements were just begin- 
ning in that district, street railroads barely 
penetrated it and houses but thinly covered 
its thoroughfares. The change made during 
that time and still under way is absolutely 
Phenomenal. A careful survey of this dis- 
trict was made in December, 1891, covering 
the frontage of vacant lots and the number © 
of nouses, the number of new buildings un- 
der way and the number of houses and flats 
for rent. This survey was made again 
m August, 1892, and has just deen 
made a third time with striking results. The 
entire frontage on the eighteen east and west 
avenues in this district ts 159,840 feet. At the 
last survey made on March 15, 1893, but 77,124 
front feet, or less than one-half the area, 
was Vacant. On August, 1892, there were 
1,942 bulidings on these eighteen avenues. 
On March 15, 1893, there were 2,276 buildings, 
an Increase of 834 buildings, or at the rate of 
475 new buildings per year. The average front 
occupied by each building is 36 feet, so that 
at the present rate over 17,000 front feet of 
ground is being built up each year, and in 
about four years more no vacant lots will be 
found in that district. On Dec. 15, 1891, there 
were 116 new buildings under 
15, 1892, 240, andon March 18. 1 
March 15, 1893, permits have been taken out 
for thirty- -eight more buildings. But 
more astonishing still is Bay fact 
that while on Dec 1891, 
there were for rent in the district 98 eo 
or flats, on March 15, 1898, the number 
decreased to 58, although some 470 —— 
had been erected meanwhile and — ee 
are Included a be 
buildings hardly On 
seven streets south of Olive havin 
houses, ouly five are for rent, and on 
ington, Delmar, Morgan and Bell avenue, 
out of 759 buildings, o which 145 have been 
completed within a year, only twelve are for 
rent. In this entire district about a mile and 
a half wide and two miles long, there is only 
room for 11,000 more persons. No other 
western city can-show such a record of rapid 
building. The astonishingly slight and at 
the same time decreasing number of bautld- 
ings for rent shows that even yet the bulld- 
ing movement has not kept pace with the in- 
Crease in population.

WHOLESALE PROSECUTIONS. 


They Will Frobably Be Begun Here 
Against Seekers After Green Goods. 
United States District Attorney Reynolds 

received this morning a bundle of corre- 

spondence from Chief Post-office Inspector 

Dice, which is to be used as evidence, 

in the near future, against a great 

many individuals throughout the State of 

Missouri and Arkansas. There are about 

8,000 letters in the bundle and all of them are 


direct offers or inquiries Relative to the pur- 
chase of ‘‘green goods. 

In a decision at Springfield recently Judge 
Phillips of United States 
Circuit Court held that an in- 
dividual who purchased or offered 
to purchase green odods““ was equally 
guilty under sec. 5,480 of the revised statutes 
of the United States, asthe person who sold 
them, and, in this decision, he sentenced 
Archibald Odle of Mansfield, Mo., to one year 
in the penitentiary. Previous to this decis- 
ion Post-office Inspector Dice had appre- 
hended nearly all the mall ad- 
dressed to the known dealers in 
„green goods, and many merchants and 
men of prominence have been found ready 
to pay any price fora lot oft new crisp 1s’ 
or old worn is. The authors of these let- 
ters must necessarily feel very uneasy in the 
premises, as Inspector Dice intends to pro- 
ceed as soon as possible against many of 
them, and in the course of sev6ral days num- 
bers of arrests are expected. A copy 
of the decision rendered by Judge Phillips is 
now awaited by District Attorney Reynolds 
and as soon as it arrives it will be deter- 
mined by the local Federal authorities 
whether they will prosecute any of the 
green goods’’ seekers. 

The Federal Grand-jury is now in session 
here and if is decided to begin 
prosecution the matter will probably 
be laid before that body at once. 
Under the statute on this question there is 
no doubt about the intent of a person who 
offers to purchase green goods. It is 
clearly defined as an intended fraud to pur- 
chase or to offer to purcase any of this ma- 
terial. 


til District Attorney Reynolds had 60 ordered. 
He said, however, that there was not the 
least doubt in many instances but that the 
authors of the letters intended to get a lot of 
the spurious currency away below par and 
become full-fledged sports. 

**You would be surprised, he continued, 
to learn of the merchants and men of prom. 
inence throughout this district who have 
solicited ‘green goods.’ Their intent in many 
cases is established by the apprehension of 
registered letters tothe dealers. After writ- 
ing to ascertain why a certain money order 
is not paid the authorities have replied to 
know what kind of goods they sought and in 
almost every instance an evasive answer has 
been received. 


BEAT UP A CHINAMAN. 


Sam Lee Brutally Assaulted by Three 
Unknown Men. 


Last night a Chinaman named Sam Lee was 
very badly beaten by three unknown men in 
a Chinese ‘‘joint’’ in the alley between 
Seventh and Eighth, and Market and 
Walnut streets. The three men 
were in the place when the 


Chinaman entered. They attempted to paste 
a clipping from a newspaper concerning one 
of the frequenters of the establishment on 
the wall, when Sam Lee interfered and 
snatched the plece of paper from one of the 
trio. This enraged the three men and they 
pounced upon the Chinaman, beating him so 
severely that to-day both his eyes are closed 
and his head and face are badly swollen. The 
cries of the Chinaman for help attracted two 
officers anda large crowd of negroes and 
Chinese who dwell in the neighborhood. 
As the police entered the joint“ 
the three assallants jumped from a porch at- 
tached to the second story of the building to 
the ground and made their escape. 

The Chinaman assaulted was a Highbinder. 
He will probably apply for a warrant as soon
